DIET AND HEALTH 


How Some Drugs Cause 
General Bodily Changes 


By LOGAN CLENDENING, M. I). 
COMMON BELIEF has it that 
the doctor’s knowledge of drugs is 
more superstition than science. It 
is hit or miss; nobody can tell 
whether a drug is going to do any

good or not. The average sick man 
takes a drug, expecting it to sort of 
explode somewhere down Inside 
and the result will be good, bad or 
indifferent. 
The real truth is that pharma­ 
cology, which is the study of the 
action of drugs, is one of the most 
scientific departments ct medicine. 
Most valuable drugs act cither 
directly on the nervous system or 
by changing blood masses from one 
part of the body to the other. 
This can be illustrated by re­ 
ferring to two widely known, 
habitually used drugs, alcohol and 
to ba eau. Alcohol exerts its effects 
almost entirely by its action on the 
nervous system. Tobacco has a 
particular affinity for changing 
the size of small blood vessels and 
hence blood flow. All its bad effects 
come fr* rn this action. 
Depressants snd Btimulsnts 
Drugs either depress or stimu­ 
late the nervous system. 
Thus 
opium and its derivatives act by 
sedation of the pain centers of the 
brain. Also through the automatic 
nervous system, morphine dries up 
secretions, stops the action of tho 
salivary gland* aud the movements 
of involuntary muscles in the in- 
leslines, bronchial tube.* and the 
ureters. 
Such hypnotics *& veronal and 
the other barbiturate* act by spe­ 
cial sedation of the intellectual 
center of tho brain. That is why 
thry produce sleep. 
The opposite effect is seen lr. the 
action of dux vomica, the active 
principle of which is strychnine. 
Strychnine sharpens a!) nervous 
impulses, it increases all reflexes, 
stimulates the intellect, makes the 
sight keener and hence iii small 
dose* ii has been used a* a tonic. 
• Belladonna 
Belladonna, or its derivative at­ 
ropine, works largely on the auto­ 
matic nervous system, blocking one 
part of it. The automatic nervous 
system consists of two set-, of fibers 
that arc not under the control of 
the will, and which control the un* 
conscious movements of the body. 
These two sell* of fibers are called 
the vagus and tho sympathetic. 
The whole human race has been 
divided into two groups, with one 
or the other part of this subcon­ 
scious nervous system orcdomin*

An excellent article concerning 
Logan, the Mingo chieftain, and 
the historic Logan Elm, south of 
Circleville, is published in the Feb­ 
ruary Norfolk and Western rail­ 
road company magazine. The ar­ 
ticle w as 
written by Eleanor G. 
Pierce 
Illustrated with a drawing of 
Chief Logan and with a photo of 
the historic elm, the article dis­

Pickaway county h'*tory and the 
events leading to the famous ora­ 
tion by the Mingo.

trees, the Logan Elm, demands a

“It 
was so big 
I thought 
it 
might be a destroyer or cruiser,” 
G. O. Brown, oil field worker, told 
authorities. “I have seen many 
submarines and this was larger 
than any of those in the United 
States Navy that I have seen.” 
Brown’s description of the un­ 
dersea craft prompted the belief 
that the vessel might have been 
one of Japan’s giant long-range 
submarine cruisers. 
The oil field worker said that 
the submarine shelled the refinery 
for 20 minutes with few shells 
finding their mark. Must of the 
shells exploded against the cliffs, 
the beach and on open fields 
Several missiles burst in a near­ 
by pasture, Brown said, and two 
horses in the field raced about in 
mad frenzy. 
Dozens of other persons wit­ 
nessed the attack from shore. All 
agreed that the vessel was "as 
large as any we’ve seen in pic­ 
tures.” 
Cafe Rocked 
lawrence Wheeler reported that 
the bursting shells shook his road­ 
side cafe and when he rushed to 
a window he saw' a geyser of dirt 
shoot into the air less than a 
quarter mile away. 
“One shell hit a well and blew 
the pumping plant and derrick to 
bits.” he declared. “That was the 
only real damage they did. 
“There must have been 20 or 
25 men working in the field at 
the time. Nobody was injured.” 
Wheeler’s wife admitted that 
she was “scared to death” during 
the attack.
